LANCASTER COUNTY, PENNSYLVANIA, TAX LISTS

From the erection of Lancaster Co. Pa. until 1730 the complete assess- 


‘ment lists were copied by the late Dr. Gilbert Cope of West Chester and 


are on file at the Gen. Soc. of Pa. in Philadelphia. From 1771 to 1786 
they are printed in the Pa. Archives, Series III]. That leaves a gap of about 
40 yrs. in the middle of the 18th Century, and, so far as I know, the tax 
records of these years have never been published. I have as yet found no 
assessment records prior to 1751 at the Lancaster Court House, but am 
continuing the search. 

These lists should be of much importance to genealogists in many 
ways. One is the fact that a great wave of migration into Va. from Pa. 
began during 1750s & grew stronger during the 1760s (also extending into 
the West—G. M. B.). The people who want to trace their ancestors in 
Pa. have until now had no tax lists of the time of this migration to help 
them, as the Penna. Archives begin with 1771 for Lancaster Co.
